RETURNED TO 
OLD SCHEDULE 


Local Company Files 
New 
Supplement 
Rescinding Sched­ 
ule In Effect 
Last July I. 


Tho Gettysburg W ater Company 
filed a new supplement with the 
state public service commission at 
Harrisburg, Monday, rescinding the 
schedule tiled July I. The schedule 
was opposed, because of its multi­ 
ple minimum rate feature, by the 
Chamber of Commerce anil group 
of 25 property owners her? affected 
by the increa es in rate.. 
The water company’.; r.ttorneys 
decided to flit? the new i upplemcnt, 
vrhich restores the rates in effect 
before July I, after numerous con­ 
ferences with counsel for the local 
interests who took up the gauge of 
ta ttle when the new schedule wad 
announced. 
Marked Increase 
Rules 24 and 25 of the schedule 
filed July I, and effective on that 
date, contained a provision calling 
upon owners of apartm ent build­ 
ings to pay the SIM residential min­ 
imum rate for every store, office 
and r.partment in their buildings, 
instead of the former $24 com mer­ 
cial minimum rate for their build­ 
ings. 
The company justified the multi­ 
ple minimum rate on the ground 
that 
it would collect 
residential 
minimum rates of IIH a year from 
every apartm ent building occupant 
if the stores, offices and apartm ents 
were all under separate roofs 
in­ 
stead of under a single roof. 
As ‘ oon as the new schedule was 
{fnmulgatod, 
the 
Chamber 
of 
ammerce and 25 apartm ent build­ 
ing owners 
banded 
together 
to 
combat 
the new- rates. 
Attorney 
W. Clarence Shelly, of the firm 
of 
Keith and Shelly, was engaged 
as 
counsel 
for 
the 
complainants. 
The legal firm 
of Naumnn 
and 
Smith, Harrisburg, represented the 
water company. 
Attack lu ll Schedule - 
The fight was mad'* against the 
entire rate structure of the water 
company, and at a hearing before 
the 
public 
service 
commission, 
August 8, the burden of proof that 
the new rates were justifiable from 
the company's standpoint of addi­ 
tional revenue was placet! on 
the 
shoulders of the public utility. 
The August 8 hearing was ad­ 
journed 
in order 
to 
give C. C. 
Bream, local office manager of the 
company, an opportunity to furnish 
figurts on the w ater consumption 
last year and the amount of reve­ 
nue from the affected consumers. 
Betwc: n 45 and 50 
apartm ent 
building owners here were affected 
by tho multiple minimum rate, and 
the company’s net increase in year­ 
ly revenue from the change would 
have amounted to approximately 
$3,500. it was stated. 
Individual 
property owners would have been 
required to pay from $10 to $000 
additional in water rent yearly un­ 
der the new schedule. 
No Increases Paid 
At the w ater company office to­ 
day. Mr. Bream said no local con­ 
sumers have paid water rents un­ 
der the new' schedule of rated “nor 
rill they.” 
“ Bills which wend nut 
July I,’’ he said, “were computed 
on the old rate, and with the return 
to the old rate on Monday, hills 
which go out for the quarter ending 
September 30 within a day or two 
will be figured on the basis of the 
rates in effect before July I.” 
Althought the w ater 
company 
has returned to its former schedule, 
the compromise does not prevent it 
from 
filing additional 
rules 
for 
changes 
in rates 
at some future 
time, it was stated.

ideas, aspirat ons and hopes of millions of other human beings. 
Kipling, in an addrest- to a group of students some years ago, 
stetted that “ if a man brings a good mind to what he reads he m ay 
become, as it were, the spiritual descendent to some 
extent 
of 
great rfien, and this link, this spiritual herditary tie. may help to just 
kirk the beam in the right direction at a vital crisis.” 
We never know when some particular item of knowledge is going 
to go far for us in some tight place in life. 
Perhaps the knowledge 
pf how some great man. who lived a thousand years ago. solved his 
problem may become vital and priceless for us at just such a time as 
h4* faced. 
I go back to “ Plutarch’s Lives” again and again. How fresh they 
are today! 
And doe? not our old friend, Plato, belong among us all 
who so earnestly seek for truth and happiness in a world that is still 
full of mystery, unanswered questions, and unsolved problems?
